In response to a request made by Examiner Kamran Afshar during a telephone call 
with the undersigned on June 11, 2009, Applicants hereby respectfully submit the 
accompanying PTO/SB/08 form consisting of one page that lists seven references 
previously submitted to the Office in the above-identified application (the "Application"). 
Copies of the seven listed references are hereby resubmitted in the Application. 
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A copy of USPTO form PTO/SB/08A filed by Applicants on October 20, 2008 and 
considered by the Examiner on March 31, 2009 accompanied the Notice of Allowance 
mailed April 3, 2009. A notation on page 1 at cite no. "A20" (U.S. Patent Application NO. 
08/493,480 to "Angle") states "[p]rovisional application should not be under patent 
document." Applicants respectfully submit that U.S. Patent Application No. 08/493,480 is 
not a provisional application. At the suggestion of Examiner Afshar, Applicants have listed 
U.S. Patent Application No. 08/493,480 on the accompanying PTO/SB/08A in the section 
labeled "Non Patent Literature Documents." A copy of U.S. Patent Application No. 
08/493,480 is hereby resubmitted for reconsideration by the Office. 

Applicants respectfully note that USPTO Form PTO/SB/08 filed by Applicants on 
August 23, 2007 and considered by the Examiner on October 20, 2008 shows three 
references at cite nos. "C23", "025", and "026" as lined through and therefore as not 
considered by the Examiner. At the suggestion of the Examiner, the Applicants hereby 
resubmit copies of the three references for reconsideration, which were previously 
submitted with the PTO/SB/08A filed August 23, 2007. These three resubmitted 
references are listed in the section of the accompanying PTO/SB/08A form labeled "Non 
Patent Literature Documents". Applicants respectfully note that the copies of these three 
references submitted to the Office on August 23, 2007 as cite nos. "023", "025", and 
"026", available in the records of the Office, show dates of February 17, 2006; September 
5, 2006; and January 31 , 2007, respectively, at the signature block on the last page of 
each reference. Applicants hereby resubmit copies of the three references originally 
identified on the Form PTO/SB/08A filed August 23, 2007 as "023", "025", and "026", for 
reconsideration. 

Applicants respectfully note that USPTO Form PTO/SB/08 filed by Applicants on 
August 23, 2007 and considered by the Examiner on October 20, 2008 also shows a 
reference identified as cite no. "B4" and two references identified as cite nos. "027" and 
"028". Applicants respectfully note that all other references shown on the USPTO Form 
PTO/SB/08A filed August 23, 2007 and considered by the Examiner on October 20, 3008 
have either been "lined through" to signify that they have not been considered, or have 
been marked with "/K.A./" to signify that they have been considered, creating ambiguity as 
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to whether the unmarked entries were, in fact, considered. At the recomnnendation of 
Examiner Afshar, the accompanying USPTO Form PTO/SB/08A lists in appropriate 
sections these three references that were previously submitted to the Office. Applicants 
hereby resubmit the accompanying copies of the three references identified as "B4", 
"C27", and "C28" on the Form PTO/SB/08A originally submitted August 23, 2007, for 
reconsideration. 

This electronic submission includes a completed USPTO Form PTO/SB/08A 
which has one page listing the seven references discussed above. Also as noted 
above, copies of the seven references listed on the accompanying USPTO Form 
PTO/SB/08A were previously submitted by the Applicants in the Application, and are 
hereby resubmitted for reconsideration. 

This submission is in no way intended as an admission that the submitted 
references constitute prior art under any subsection of 35 U.S.C. §1 02 or §1 03. Applicants 
expressly retain the right to argue that any of the cited references are not indeed prior art 
or to take any actions necessary to remove any of the cited references from the available 
prior art. 

The Examiner is requested to initial the attached USPTO Form PTO/SB/08A and 
return one copy to the Applicants to indicate consideration of the listed references.
